Shanghai, Jan. 13- 
Alarming reports of « 
heavy Government ' defeat 
and the capture’ of Kishui, 
within ten miles of Kianfu, 
by a horde of Communist 
bandits, who are terrorising 
the inhabitants, murdering 
the wealthier with terrible ' 
atrocities, and indulging’ in 
wholesale looting, — have 
reached military beadquare 
ters in Nanking. :

Foreign Seonts.

tion Passport, which would hnve cer- 
tifled their bana fider, We have strict 
orders from the International Scout 
Bureau not to recognise any so-called 
scouts travelling without these pnas- 
ports and we take this opportunity 
of passing on the warning. We have 
recently received visits from the 
Chief Scout of Japan and a party 
of his Scouts on thelr way to Siam, 
and from the Chief Commisaloner of 
Geyion, We much regret that ns the 
Chinese BSeout Aasocintion th Canton 
has not yet complied with the requirc- 
ments of the International Scout 
Bureau which Includer the Scouts of 
42 Nations we are not able officially 
to tecognise its members there. As 
soon an Political Party and Military 
influences are divorced from Scout- 
Ing In Chinn, we -shall be able to 
work fn co-operation and we engerly 
lonk forward to that hannv time. It 
will ndd tremendously to the zest and 
possibilities of local Scouting. We 
are very glind that our connexion with 
the local Japanese Scouts keeps as 
cloxe ns ever, and that they share 
with us In our nctivition so fnr as in 
porsible, . 


Our Future, 


There fx no renson why this should 
not be excentionnily bright, but there 
{a one great obstnelé in the way of 
the attainment of absolute briltiancy, 
nnd that {fs the Inck of Sconters, 
There are a great number of men in 
the Colony who were Scouts in t ir 
hoyhood, or who helped to run Scout 
Troops ar Cub Packs before coming 
Enst.

MILITARY GUARDING THE 
SUGAR HARVEST. 


Havana, Jan. 12, 

‘Army planes. cruising -8 sky 
pickets und infantry with — fixed 
bayonets are guarding the thous- 
unds of acres of sugar cane now 
rendy to be harvested, in view of 
the campaign of arspn which has 
been fixed to start on January 16. 

Orders have been issued to the 
milltary to shoot at sight anyone 
found firing the sugar cane, All 
the resources of the secret police 
are devoted to discovering the per- 
sons responsible for the plot. 

In Havana itself, the police have 


been ordered to use their weapons 


without hesitation or regard to sex 
to break up all demonstrations 
near the Presidentinl: Palace, 
where already there ‘have been 
several disturbances. In one of 
theso, women supporters of the 
Government were partly stripped 
and publicly spanked by fotr 
women opponcnts.—Reuter’s Am- 
erican Service. :

INDIAN FEDERAL 
PROPOSALS. 


When Mr. Winaton Churchill, a 
few weeks ago, delivered himself of 
his unfortunate “Die-Hard” apecch 
on India, one commentator pointed 
out that, after all, the views which 
he expressed did not differ muler- 
inJig, apart from a pictures qu? 
metaphny or two, from those which 
until recently were commonly 
accepted by oa very darge 
section of English opmion drawn 
from ail political parties. Whilst 
that may be perfectly true, 
the almost universal condemnation 
which hia utterance received from 
the British Presa suffices to demon- 
strate the complete revolution in 
outlook which haa occurred in the 
past few months and which has 
been accepted by the great bulk of 
responsible people in England. 
That feeling is, in our view, admir- 
ably reflected in’ the exhaustive re- 
port presented _ by the Federal 
Stricture Committee of the Indian 
Round Table Conference. With 
the safeguards and reservations 
which it suggests, the plan 
should prove acceptable to the 
Government and the Liberal dele- 
gates, although the Conservatives 
are as yet unable to make: up their 
minds one way or the other. 

Whatever the future may have 
In store, It is clear that there is at 
present no important group of -In- 
diana prepared to” work with 
the British Indian’ Government 
under existing conditions, That 
being the case, it is clear 
that there are only two al- 
ternatives—cither that the Govern- 
ment must be reorganised indepen- 
dently of such support. or that Bri- 
tain must be prepared to come lo 
terms with some section of respon- 
sible Indians. The Round Table 
Conference proposals are ‘an at- 
‘tempt to achicve this latter effect, 
wherens men of. the type of Mr. 
Churchill,” advocate the other 
course.. It hag been well pointed 


‘T out in this connexion that the mala 


objection to the “strong hand” sys: 
tem of government Is embodied in 
tho! old phrase about being “able 
to dd anything with bayonets ox-’ 
cept sit upon them.” Tet would be 
ensy to attnin » spurious appear- 
ance of stable. government, and 
even attract to such & Government 
some of the’ leg admirnble cle- 
monta in the country, “to create a 
wilderness and call {t peace,” but 
under the surface there would sure 
te be deterioration.. Moreover, tho 
policy of: repression docs not cont 
mend Itself to ‘current thought, for

adherents In these days, being 
based upon a tradition which is 
fortunately moribund: : 

We have never closed: our eyes 
to the’ fact that the ‘alternative 
method, represented by tho Fe- 
deral propoanis now so much in 
favour, has fta risks, but the point 
that nceds streasing ia that it also 
contains Immense potentinlities for 
good, The examples of Ireland 
and South Africa have only to be 
borne in mind to estublish that 
truth. We cannot do better, with 
-thene thoughts in mind, than to 
recall tlie very’ courfgeous words 
ured by Sir Austen Chamberlain 
In which he regrotted his earlier 
vote against. the South Afrien 
aettloment and justified hls support 
of the Irish’ negotiations, Rofer- 
ring to the South African experi- 
ment, he declared:—-“I thought { 
arash and .a wicked thing to do. 
If we could hive seen further into 
the future, if I cpuld have voted in 
that division with the knowledge 
I have to-day, I should have known 


[that that great act of faith was 


not, na I thought it, the destruc- 
tion of our policy, but its comple- 
tion and fulfilment. ... Now and 
again in the affairs of men there 
comen*a monient when courage is 
safer than prudence, when some 
erent act of faith, touching tho 
hearts and stirring the emotions of 
men, achieves’ the miracle that no 
‘arts of statesmanship can compass.” 
It is in the belief that the Indian 
Federal proposals can be squared 
with this outlook that we feel sure 
they will command widespread sup- 
port and approval ‘ 


Dog-Roasting Incident, 


Such facts as were disclosed re- 
garding the dog-ronsting incident 
at Ngau. Shi Wan village on Satur- 
day sufficed to leave a rather un- 
pleasant taste in the mouth and an 
impression that the police acted 
somewhat hastily in withdrawing 
the charge against the perpetra- 
tors, At least, §t would have been 
‘Much more satisfactory from the 
public point of view had Mr 
Rutters elected to take evidence 
from the Indian ; constable before 
consenting. The men before the 
Court were accused of roasting the 
dog alive, nnd according to Inspec. 
tor Elston, the agonised howling 
of the animal attracted the atten- 
tion of the constahle, who found 
it attached to an improvised spit. 
The case, on these facts, bore 
every mark of the most wanton 
cruelty. Theoutraged feelings of 
the prosecution, however, were 
satisfied by the report on a post- 
mortem examination, expressing 
the view that the dog had been 
suffocated before the, roasting 
commencéd. On such evidence, It 
would have been difficult to bring 
home the charge, unless—and this 
seems rather important—the In- 
dian constable hnd testified that 
the dog was howling at the stake. 
Even the best veterinary surgeon 
18 not infallible, and a post-mortem 
finding, in such circumstances, 
must always ‘be the result ng much 
of inference as of fact. The dog 
may not have been ‘quite dead 
when the” roasting began. . The 
Indian could, to some extent, 
have cleared this pont ‘up. Then 
again, gome suspicion arises re- 
garding .the reason for the 
men's act. Although some 
Chinese doubtless regard dog ay a 
delicacy in thelr bill of fare, it is 
not at all certain that this taste 
here provided the Mmiotive. We 
imagine {t to be most unusual for 
any animal to be ronsted for pur- 
poses of human consumption un- 
less {t'has first been thoroughly 
cleaned out. .This' dog -was whole. 
If the men were actuated by any: 
other motive, a. prime facie case of 
gross cruclly-Iies beyond argument,

ANCIENT HOUSES. 


MORE POWERS TO PREVENT 
EXPORTATION, 


Lord Ponsonby (Parliamentary 
Sceretary, Ministry of Transport), 
In moving in tho House of Lords, 
the second reading of tho Ancient 
Monument Bill, pointed out that 
the Office of Works was now tha 
custodian for n number of ancient 
monuments In various parts of the 
country. During the Inst ton 
yenrs the popularity of these 
places of intereat had. grently in- 
creased, and the pres¢nt Bill en- 
abled the Commissioners of Works 
to carry out schemes for the pre- 
servation of thelr amenities, 

This matter had been brought 
forward in connexion with Had- 
rian’s Wall and the vallum. If 
the Bill had been in existence car 
Her, an ‘area round Stonchengo 
could have been reserved withott 
the expenditure of the large sum 
of money which had been neces- 
aary. F 

“There {x no doubt,” he said, 
“that old houses have been taken 
down wholessle and exported. 
There are many instances of 
houses having thelr valuable fen- 
tures destroyed, ond panelling, 
doors, fireplaces, and ‘#0 on 
weeren from them and cxport- 
ed, 

“The sum total of these cases 
may not be very great for the timo 
beine but with the advance of en- 
gineering we may look ‘forward to 
the time when there will be no dif- 
fleulty in shifting houses . from 
one continent to another, and. we 
feel that {it ia just as well that 
some provision for preventing any 
eventuality of that sort should be 
put into this Bill" (Hear, hear.) 

Lard Danesfort (C) maintaln- 
ed that the clause empowering the 
Commissioners to prohibit the ex- 
port of ancient buildings” was 
drawn too widely. He particular- 
ly referred to tithe barna, “Many 
owners,” he sald, “would be glad, 
to have a few hundred pounds from 
an American or anyone else for 
one of theae old barns,” 

Lord Raglan (C) ngreed that it 
would be rather revere on an own- 
er who was “hard up" to be pro- 
vented from seling; a barn: or 
other small building for export. 

Lord Ponsonby repticd that the 
Comnmiasioners would act reason- 
ably in auch cases. It was necer- 
sary, however, for them to hare 
some hold on notorious cnses where 
a yaluable monument or part of a 
house of real value to the nation 
was going: to be stripped and ex- 
ported.

" WOMEN’S RIGHTS. 


An addresa on the Codification 
of Chinn's Glvll Code was doliver- 
ed by Mr. Foo Ping-sheung at the 
w 
ae Club, which was held at 
Measrs. Lane Crawford's restau- 
rant yesterday, under the Chalr- 
manahtn of Sir Willinm Hornell. 

After the Chairman had intro- 
duced the Hon. Mr. Foo, he 
spoke aa follows: es? 

I have chosen the Chinese Civil 
Code as my sbject, not only 


‘| because I have been cracking my 


brain over it for the lost two 
years, not only because, by its 
promulgation, our Government 
has performed its obligation to 
several foreign Powers, but be- 
cause its promulgation has open- 
ed up a new era in Chinese legal 
history, and it serves as the 
mont interesting study in our 
socin} development which has 
followed the opening of our 
country and the introduction of 
western ideas, I may safely say 
that the Fast and the West, the 
past and the present, mect in this 
Code. 

China began her 
work as far back as 1904, 
a very goad criminal code 
several other laws have 
promulgated, the Civil Code waa 
found to be too difficult. This 
was beenuse our social order was 
ao moch different .from that of 
the Occident, and any rocinl 
change by force when the time is 
not, ripe. is bound to failure.

Socla! Condition. 


The sociat. condition in 1904 
had net been sufficiently develop- 
rd to such a stage as to be able 
to admit) any fundamental 
chanves, Nor was the time ripe 
in 1914. That is why my _ late 
unele and yenerable chief, Dr. 
Wh Ting-fang, and my  inter- 
nationally-known learned - friend, 
Dr, Wang Chung-hul, had failed 
to produce a Civil Code. for us. 
Condit‘ons have changed, and 
changed rapidly, during the Iast 
ten sears, and, when the Legisla- 
tive Yuan was farmed three years 
ago, the time was found to be 
ripe. A anecinl Commission was 
appointed by the Government and 
the whole Cade was finished and 
promulgated last month, 


Five Code Books, 


The code ta divided Into five 
books:-—Rook one is on General 
Principles and was promulgated 
on May 28rd, 1929. ta come into 
foree on October 10 of the same 
year. It contains 152° articles 
dealing with the general parts of 
the code such as (1) application 
and interpretation of law, (2) 
persons, (3) juriatic acts (4) 
extinetive prescriptions (6) 
exercise of rights. 

Rook two Is on obligations, and 
wag promulgated on November 21, 
1929, to. come into foree on May 
5, 1930. It contains 604 articles 
and is subdivided into two 
chapters. The first ia on gencral 
provisions dealing witlt sources, 
objects. . effects of. obligations, 
plurality of creditors and debtors, 
and transfer. and extinction of 
obligations. The second fs on 
particular kind of obligations, 
denling with sales, exchange, 
current account, gift, lense, lean, 
hire of service hire of | work, 
publication, mandate, manager 
and commercial agents, brokerage, 
eommission agency, deposit, ware. 
housing. carriage of goods, 
carriage of passengers, forwarding 
agency, partnership. sleeping 
partnership, orders of payment, 
obligations to bearer, life in- 
terests, compromise and  gurety- 
ship.. 


Book Three. 


Book three is* on rights over 
things and was promulgated . on 
November 30 to come Into force at 
the same time as Book two, that 
is to sny on May 6, 1930, It con- 
tains 210 articles dealing . with 
ownership, superficies, yung tten, 
servitudes, mortgages, pledges, 
Nen, right, -of- retention’ and 
possession, . a pg 

Rook four is on family and was 
promulgated on the 26th of last 
month, It contains 171, articles 
donling beatdag ganeral nenvisiona 
with. marringe, -parents, and 
ehtidren, guardianship, mainten- 
ance, house and family council. | 

Baok five ia on inheritanre and 
war promulgated on the 26th of 
Inst month, Jt - contains 88 
articles and doals with heirs to 
property, ‘auccession to property 
and Wills, 

The scone of the code has been 
enlarged to make it a civil and 
commiercini code. while having 
separate laws for negotiable In- 
atruments, Insurance, commercial 
companies and maritime law.

but I may say a few words about 
its nature. Our Inte leader, Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen, has, on several 
oceasions, brought out the point 
that the old Chinese conception 
of Inw was already ahead of that 
of the western leglsts. Occidental 
legisintion ia ssentially iIn- 
dividuallatic; it is Intended to 
protect the rights of the in- 
dividual and to let them_frecly. 
develop. ' The traditional Chinese 
legislation, on the contrary, is 
famiNar. It subordinates the 


activitles of the individual to the’ 


intereats of his family. The new 
Chinese legistation, based on the 
three principles, racial, democratic 
and economic, is going a atep 
further and -has a deliberate 
social character. Our party con- 
siders ‘men not as self contained 
entities, but jn relation to the 
society which they form. It 
assigns to them righta and duties 
only in so far as the exercise of 
such rights and duties tends to 
pacific and orderly progress of 
the community. It restricts their 
netivities when they. would be 
harmful to the group. 


Three Principles Adopted. 


We have adopted, therefore. 
three principles which we have 
followed throughout our whole 
Code. They are (1) restrictiana 
on the exercise of righta, (2) the 
principletof humanity, Le, the 
protection as far na possible, of 
the weaker patty and (3) the 
equalnty of sex. 

With regard -to the first 
principle, af restricting the 
exercise of rights, we have a 
whhie chapter with seven articles 
in isock one, provisions ip chapler 
two ‘of Book three dealing with 
ownership, and several other pro- 
visions. 

The applicntion of our second 
principle is much more frequent. 
In fact it Is to be found through- 
out the whole Code. However, I 
may point out a few here: 

In articles 203 to 207, the 
legal rate and maximum rate of 
interests have been fixed. Article 
218 provides that (on payment of 
damages) when the injury was 
not caused intentionally, or 
through yroas negligence, if its 
reparation would serfously affect 
the means of livelihood of the 
person responsible for it, the 
Court may reduce the amount of 
the damages. 

Our provisions: in Book twe 
dealing with lease, protects more 
the interests of the lessee. 
Similarly, our provisions dealing 
with the hire of services, protects 
the interests of the employec. 
Between the editor and the author, 


our provisions are much more in: 


favour of the author. The holder 
of yung tien is well protected by 
Chapter four in book three. 

As to the third principle, that 
of equality of sex, we have given 


to our fair sex. every right and. 


privilege that the stronger 
sex have enjoyed, and this ia no 
easy task for us, in the 
Codification Commission who have 
to work out the detnils, especial 
lyin 6ur family and inheritance 
Inw. We congratulate ourselves, 
however; that our family and 
inheritance laws have met with 
the general approval of our fair 
sex, and as you know, to please 
ladies {a the hardest task In this 
world. 


Early Legal History. 


The Chairman asked the speaker 
if ho would tell the gathering 
what Code was in existence before 
the revolution, .and what steps 
were being taken to put the new 
Code Into use; also whether it 
waa now generally adopted in 
Chinese Courts. 

In reply, Mr. Foo referred to 
the enrlier codes in the Tang 
Dynasty, the Sung Dynasty and 
the Ching ‘dynasty. At the end 
of the Ching Dynasty, he snatd, a 
criminal code: was. ‘drafted by 
well-known Chinese Jawyera such 
as the -Jate Dr.-Wu_ Ting-fang. 
From 1904, the law which was 
applied in’ Chinese cases, wns 
more or Jess: that of the Sung 
code, being based upon. the 
decisions of the Supreme Court ‘at 
that ‘time. "Those decisions were 
given on Weatorn inw principles. © 

The speaker explained that the 
codification waa not a-now thing 
for China as the new Chinese 
legal knowledgo was introduced 
fiom 1904, He stated that when 
the Commission started thelr work 
they -hnd to rofer a good deal to 
their Supremo Court decisions. 

Sponking as to onfercemont of 
the Code, he sald that the Com- 
mission wore aware of the re-

He continued that, in the third 
book, thes had been unable to take 
anything from foreign codes be- 
cause the Jand system in China 
was peculinr to China, and it 
would not have been safe to make 
fundamental changes. They had 
found that some old Chinese 
customs were much fairer and 
they had retained many ‘such 
customs. = 

Dealing with a query 
whether the code provided for 
registration of births and deaths, 
the Hon. Mr. Foo said that re- 
gistration wag one of Chinn’s 
most dififlcult problems. It was, 
he said, almost impossible to set 
up a registration office in every 
district in China at the present 
‘time. It was the work of the 
administration and a special law 
had been drafted regarding the 
registration question. 

Tho thanks of Rotarfans wore 
expresned to the Hon. Mr, Foo by 
the Hon. Mr. W. E. L. Shenton, 
who sald that the sddreas had 
been moat interesting and it waa 
rogrettable that the speaker had 
not had-more time in which to 
fo into the now code in more de-

CHINESE CHARGED WITH 
POSSESSION, 


Kwan Chuen was charged before 
Mr, . Butters, at the Kowloon 
Magistracy yesterday afternoon, 
with possession of 604 Ibs. of 
dutlable tobacco at 138, Portland 
Street. on December 4, and 
8% lbs. at 396, Shanghni Street. 

Mr. J. M. Remedios appeared 
for the dofence and tendered 
a ples of “not guilty.” 

Revenue Officer Grimmitt, out- 
lining the case, sald that on De- 
cember 4, Chief Preventive Officer 


Buller, R. O. Ward. and a number- 


of Chinese Revenue Officers, went to 
188, Portland Strect. The premises 
were locked and the party sqined 
entrance by breaking open the fast- 
enings on the door. On entoring they 
found twelve aacks containing 614 
lbs, of tobacco, There was no sign 
of any furniture in the premises, 
guy a. fow baskets containing 
vegetables. Mr. Buller sent for the 
landlord's. agent, who informed 
him that two men had, about nine 
days previously, rented the ground 
floor, and that one of the men had 
actually paid the rent. Mr. Buller 
then proceeded to 396 Shanghal 
Street and, tn the rear cubicle 
found the defendant. A search 
was made and 8% Ibs. of tobncco 
were found under the bed. The 
packets, fourteen: fn all,’ were 
similarly marked to the ones found 
in Portland Street. The defendant 
was taken to Portland Street, where 
the agent identified him ns one of 
the men who had rented the pre- 
mises, 

Mr. Buller then gave his story of 
the find, which was simflar to the 
outline, and further added that a 
restaurant bill bearing the name 
of Sai Yuk was found on the defen- 
dant. 

In reply to Mr. Remedios, witness 
admitted that the defendant offered 
no resistance when arrested, and 
voluntarily went to‘Portland Street. 
Defendant also told him that duty 
had’ been paid on: the BY Ibs. of 
tobacco. 

Wat Pak-yu, interpreter of the 
Importa and Exports Office, said 
that in hia interpretation to Mr. 
Buller, the defendant had claimed 
the restaurant bill as his own. De- 
fendant did not say that the to- 
bacco was Sai Yuk's and not his 
own, : 

Mra. Lim Li-fong, agent for the 
landlord of 138, Portland Street, 
sald that the defendant’ and an- 
other man came and rented tho pre- 
mises. The defendant paid money 
in advance and the rent receipt was 
taken out in the name of Sai Yuk. 

Under cross-examination, witness 
admitted that Sai Yuk may or may 
not have been defendant’s name, 
but she was emphatic in that the 
defendant had paid the rent. 

After Mr, Lim Li-fong, also joint 
agent of the premisea, had « cor- 
roborated the last witness, Mr. 
Butters adjourned further hearing 
until Monday.
